THE DELIMITATION OF ASSEMBLY CONSTITUENCIES 
(BHOPAL) ORDER, 1951. 

In pursuance of sub section (2) of section 4 of the Government 
of Part C States Aot, 1951 (XLIX of 1951), the President is pleased 
to make the following Order, namely : — 

1. This Order may be called the Delimitation of Assembly 
Constituencies (Bhopal) Order, 1951. 

2. The constituencies into which the State of Bhopal shall be 
divided for the purpose of elections to the Legislative Assembly 
of the State, the extent of each such constituency, the number of 
■eats allotted to each such constituency and the number of seats, 
if any, reserved for the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes 
in each such constituency shall be as shown in the following Table : —
